• Section 1. Every native ottlzen of the 
United .States, every person who •hall 
have acquired the right* of citizenship 
under .'or by virtue of the. treaty of Quer- 
ei arc, and every naturalized clticea there- 
of, who shall have become such ninety 
days prior to any election, of the age of 
twenty-one y-ears. who shall have been /\ 
resident of the State one year next pre- 
ceding the election, and of tho county in 
-which, he or she clalma to vota ninety 
days, and in the election precinct thirty 
.days, shall be entitled to vote at all elec- 
tions which areno-w or may hereafter be 
authorized by law; provided, no native of 
China, no idiot, ". Insan* person, or person 
convicted, ot any infamous crime, and no 
person hereafter convicted: of the etnbet 
zlement or misappropriation

money, and no person who shall not b*i
